Chapter 1st details the manner of abolishing slavery. 
An indemnity is to be paid to the master of each slave 
within one year, commencing thirty days after the pub¬ 
lication of the law. 

Chapter 2d gives tbe computation of the indemnity. 
The indemnity is fixed in proportion to the age of the 
slaves. The maximum price is 700 florins for slaves 
between tbe age of 25 and 35 ; and the minimum is 50 
florins at 55 years. All below 5 years are free, and for 
children between 5 and 10 years the sum to be paid is 
100 florins. 

These payments are to be made when the master 
3hall place tbe slave in the possesion of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

The holder of a mortgage will exercise his right over 
the amount to be paid from the Treasury. 

Chapter 3d prescribes general rules for the ordering of 
tbe liberated Blaves. 

It defines plantation and household slaves, and snbjects 
both to separate and special superintendence. 

Tbe duties they are to perform are to be made known 
by general orders ; but all slaves wbo shall repay to tbe 
Government the amount paid for tbeir freedom are to be 
exempt from these orders and released from, the superin¬ 
tendence necessary to enforce them. 

Special rules will determine under wbat circumstances 
persons shall be deemed guilty of dereliction of doty; and 
by wbat authority they shall be ordered to tbe plantations 
lor correction, or, if necessary, for punishment-. 

All who obtain tbeir freedom by tbe law abolishing 
slavery are to contribute on fixed terms toward a fund for 
repaying to the Government the cost of tbeir freedom ; 
and all will be compelled by law to pay tbeir share to 
another fund for the following objects: 

Their religions teaching; the education of their chil¬ 
dren ; tbe nursing of tbe Bick, and the relief of the poor 
and aged. 

Chapter 4th settles tbe duties of tbe liberated planta¬ 
tion slaves, and of tbeir rulers. It takes care that the 
plantation labourers fulfil tbe duties for which they must 
engage with the owoers of plantations, and that tbe owners 
carry out strictly the engagements they must enter into 
with tbe labourers. 

Wben no owners of plantations arc found willing to 
make engagements with the liberated conformably to 
rule, they are then to be located under the supervision of 
Government officials in what are called country parishes. 
Each parish will have assigned it a population of 1,500 
persons. Tbe administration of these parishes will be 
given to Government officers, wbo will be supported by 
elders chosen by the inhabitants of the parish. 

Tbe inhabitants of the parish are, as a rale, agricultu¬ 
rists, performing labour, according to their age and 
strength, five days in the week, of nine working hours, 
including the time required for going to and returning 
from work. 

An extent of transferable ground will be apportioned 
to each parish for gardens, to be hired or leased. 

Field labour, as a rule, is to have for its object the cul¬ 
ture of the sugar-cane, subject to exceptions rendered 
locally necessary. Agreements may be made by planta¬ 
tions for the labour of one or more parishes. 

Chapter 5th regulates tbe labour of the liberated house¬ 
hold slaves. They are to be associated in guilds to be 
established in tbe city of Paramaribo. Those who are 
included iu these guilds are to bold as far as possible the 
independent position of Dative free persons. 

Cuapter Gth treats on the legal rights of the liberated 
slaves. Their civil rights are to be regulated in connec¬ 
tion with the following objects :

SENATOR SUMNE R AND S ENATOR SLIDELL. 

A raw days since, we copied from a New Orleans 
paper the announcement that Jndge Thomas Slidell bro¬ 
ther of the Louisiana Senator, has become boneleBslv 
deranged, in consequence of a blow on tbe bead, inflicted 
by a cane in tbe hands of some ruffian at an election last 
spring in New Orleans. The first effects of the blow 
conld not have been very serious, as he visited Europe in 
the succeeding summer, where he remained, apparently 
well, for some months. Late accounts, however, repre¬ 
rent him as in an incurably depressed state of body and 
mind, proceeding entirely from tbe wound upon bis bead. 

An event so melancholy aod afflictive entitles the rela¬ 
tives of Judge Slidell, by whom he was much and deserv¬ 
edly beloved, to the teDderest commiseration, and we 
should be unwilling to make it a subject of comment 
but for tbe publicity already given it by the press of 
New Orleans. This publicity may, however, warrant ns 
in reminding Senator Slidell, one of those relatives, of 
certain facts suggested by the occurrence, for which he 
may well be grateful if they teach him a decent respect 
for those considerations of hnmanity, if not of gratitude, 
which on one occasion he so memorably failed to observe. 
The incident to which we refer was his heartless treat¬ 
ment of Senator Sumner about tbe time of tbe assault 
by Brooks. 

To fully appreciate this conduct, it should be remem¬ 
bered that a warm friendship was felt by Senator Slidell's 
brother, Commander McKenzie, for Mr. Somner, and 
that this friendship was fouoded on important service 
generously rendered by Mr. Sumner to the Commander 
—a service which, till tbe day of his death, was grate¬ 
fully acknowledged by him, as well as by his relatives, in¬ 
cluding Senator Slidell himself. 

Bat wben that murderous and cruel blow was struck 
which felled Mr. Sumner, and while he Jay bloody and 
almost senseless npon tbe floor of tbe Senate, John Slidell, 
a brother Senator,-who was but a few steps off. manifested 
his gratitude by turning aside withoat offering tbe 
slightest word of sympathy or the slightest assistance ; 
and, wben called to account for bis conduct, he aggra¬ 
vated the offence by an explanation that would have 
reflected discredit npon the humanity of a mortal foe. 

This explanation, deliberately prepared aDd ottered in 
cold blood on the floor of the Senate, will not be forgot¬ 
ten, nor will tbe scathing review of it by our fellow-citi¬ 
zen, Mr. Daniel Lord, at the meeting in the Tabernacle. 
To add to this offence, Mr. Slidell is understood to have 
repeatedly in private made light of the sufferings of Mr. 
Sumner, and to have questioned the reality of bis injuries. 
We should not mention these circumstances had not the 
records of Congress made bis shameless declarations a 
part of his conntry’s history, and saved them from a 
perishable infamy. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the melancholy event 
which has happened to bis own family may do something 
to change his mind, and to restrain the Louisiana Senator 
hereafter from yielding so readily to tbe inhuman sugges¬ 
tions of partisan or personal malignity. Mr. Sumner, 
we rejoice to add, contrary to our former anticipations, 
seems now od the point of complete restoration to health. 
Two of his enemies, Messrs. Brooks and Bntler, wbo were 
conspicnonsiy associated with the wrong perpetrated upon 
him, have already gone to their account. Another, Sena¬ 
tor Slidell, bos been even more painfully reminded of bis; 
and iu no unfriendly spirit we express tbe hope that be 
may live long enough to profit by the teachings of his 
affliction .—Evening Post.

r ' ABOLITION IN THE DUTCH WEST INDIES. 

0 WgaonouDC* sometime since the publication of a 
D law abolishing slavery in the Dutch West Indies. We 

* give below a synopsis of the act lately proclaimed, rego- 
- luting this manumission for tbe colony of Surinam, a ret- 
i dement in which we may feel a peculiar interest, from the 
lc fact that, baviDg been originally planted by Eoglish set- 
S tiers, it was transferred to tbe Dutch by way of compen 
*' sation for tbe colony of New Netberland. 

0 Surinam is tbe.principal Dutch slave colony, containing 
13 at the lust census, on the first of January, 1856, some 
r ‘ thirty-eight thousand slaves, of whom twenty-nine thoo- 
’■ sand and upward were employ* on plantations. Another 
° law, it is to be snppored, will be issn* regulating tbe 

II emancipation in tbe islaods belonging to the Dutch. 
:fc These islands are, however, inconsiderable, tbeir entire 
d population not being a quarter part that of Surinam. 

i Tbe emancipation in Surinam, as regulated by the act 
3 in question, is, it will be seen, not absolute, but rather a 
■° ti ansfer of the slaves from the ownership of tbeir masters 
d to the 8operinte*ence and control of the Government, 
lr which is to continue until, by virtue of a certain fix* 
t" contribution, tbe Government shall be reimbnrs* the 
amount paid to tbe owners by way of indemnity. But 
18 any slave able to pay down to the Government tbe amonnt 
11 advanced to his owner is to become his own master at 
3 once. The maximum indemnity is $280 for slaves 
le between the ages of twenty-five and thirty-five. The 
3> minimum is twenty dollars for slaves of fifty-five and up- 
■3 ward. For children under five, nothing is to be paid, and 
b they become free immediately. Children between five 

* and ten are rat* at forty dollars. There would be 
n thought very low prices in our Southern slave markets, 
s ~ where new-born infants are sold at a dollar thepouDd, and 
n prime hands at a thousand or fifteen hundred dollars each; 

hut the profits of slave labour a* tbe current prices of 
s- slaves in Surinam during the last twenty or thirty years, 
id on which the estimate is has*, have been but moderate. 
; The slaves purchased up by the Government are to be 
te hired out on certain fix* stipulations, and n*er certain 
a regulations, to the planters, two funds to be d*nct* 
n, from their wages—one to be appropriated, as already 
Id mention*, to indemnify the Government for its advances; 
m the other to be appropriated to their religious teaching, 
it the *ucation of their children, and tbe relief of the sick, 
of poor and aged. 

a- In order to bring the planters to terms, and to compel 
them to submit to tbe rules and regulations prescrib*, it 
to is judiciously provid* that where the planters do not 
a- choose to employ the negroes on the terms laid down, they 
et shall be establish* in rural settlements, each of some fif- 
id teen hundred persons, to be employ* in agricultural 
s- labour, under the supervision of officers appoint* by the 
le Government, having as assessors elders chosen by the in- 
e- habitants. The agricultural labour required is to be nine 
b, hoars a day for five days in the week, the labourers to 
lo have Saturdays and Sundays to themselves. Separate 
» provisions are made for regulating the laboar of tbe late 
•s, household slaves. Tbe law provides, also, for the civil 
;o rights of the emancipated on the essential topira of mar- 
id riage, divorce, minority, guardianship, succession, wills, &c. 
id So far as we can judge by the synopsis—for we have not 
id seen the law at length—it appears to have been drawn 
ig with great care, with an enlighten* regard to the into- 
a- rests of all parties, and with a view to avoid,as far as pos- 
ut sible, the inconveniences which resalted in the English 
ig West Indies, from the sudden transition from a state of 
et absolute slavery to absolute fre*om. It is evident, how¬ 
's. ever, that in an experiment of this sort the best plan will 


Yoor allies, the donghfuces of the North, in my judg¬ 
ment, are the most despicable of men. Tbe modern 
doughface is not a character peculiar to tbe age in which 
we live, but you find traces of him at every peri* of tbe 
world's history. He is void of pride; he is void of self- 
respect ; he is actuated by a mean, grovelling selfishness 
that would sell his Maker for a price. Why, sir, when 
old Moses, under the imm*iate inspiration of G* Al¬ 
mighty, entic* a whole Dation of slaves, and ran away, 
not to Canada, but to old CanaaD, I suppose that Pharaoh 
and all the chivalry of old Egypt denounc* him as a 
most furious Abolitionist (laughter). I do not know but 
that they blasphem* their G*, who had assisted the 
fugitives from laboar to escape. I have do doubt at all 
that, wheD some Southern gentlemen of tbe Gospel come 
up to preach to tbe North, they will say that the Al¬ 
mighty acted a very fanatical part in this business I 
am afraid they will say so ; for He was aidiDg and abet¬ 
ting in the escape. But amidst the glories of that great 
deliverance, even fe*iog npon miracles of the Almighty as 
they went aloDg, there were not wanting those who lov* 
Egypt better than they lov* liberty ; whore souls long* 
for tbe flesh-pots of Egypt; and who could turn from the 
visible glories of the Almighty G* to worship an Egyp¬ 
tian calf. There were the doughfaces of that day. Tn^v 
were national men (laughter). They were not exactly 
Northern men with Southarn principles; but they were 
Israelites with Egyptian principles (laughter). 

Again, when the Saviour of the world went forth on 
His great mission to proclaim glad tidings of joy to all 
the people of the earth, to break every yoke and to preach 
deliverance to tbe captive, He met with the same class of 
men in the persons of Judas Iscariot a* tbe chief priests. 
Iu tbe days of our own Revolution, when Washington 
and his noble associates were carrying on that struggle 
to establish justice, aod to secure the blessings of liberty 
to themselves and their posterity, they met with the same 
class of men in the admirers of George III. a* Lord 
North. 

They are all of the same class—false to tbe education 
of tbeir fathers—false to the great principles which have 
been instill* into them by their mothers from their birth 
—willing to do anything that will minister to the cupidity 
of their masters, let the consequences be what they may. 
It is this class of men, aid* by a close aristocracy at tbe 
South, that has enabled the minority to rule with iron 
band the majority, since tbe organization of tbis Govern¬ 
ment. I have endeavoured to daguerreotype these men 
for tbe benefit of future ages; for I believe that, likeAhe 
Indian tribes, they are disappearing. Yon have put 
them to very hard service, sir. They die faster than tbe 
Northern negroes in your rice-swamps—politically, I 
mean. You pat them to service that they cannot stand. 
When you ask them to vote for a fugitive bill, they may 
do it once, but political death stares them in the face. 
When you ask them to go with you for the repeal of the 
Missouri restriction, yon fluid the same state of things. 
And now, worst of all, when you ask them to fasten upon 
their fellow-meD, in a Territory of the United States, a 
Constitution which that people abhor, I tell you every 
Northern representative who participates in this act is 
not only politically dead, but he may thank his G* if he 
escapes with that. 

But the Senator spoke about a degrad* clare in our 
great commercial cities. I have to confess that there is 
some truth in that. We have a degrad* class in the 
cities. They are the offscourings generally of the Old 
World—men who come here r*ue* to beggary by then- 
ignorance; reduced to beggary by their vice ; ignoraDt, 
vicious, dangerous. I do not deny it. They are incident 
to all large cities; but tbe Senator should not complain 
of them. They are the chief corner-stone of your political 
strength in the North. Find me the vicious ward any 
city that does not uphold your system of 
its candidates support its measures and labour for its men. 
No, sir; you should not complain of this vicious popu¬ 
lation. In truth aDd in fact, they t,t° D ^ 

stay and support you have there now, and you ought not 
to fraduce them. From tbeir very natures, they attaeh 
themselves to you, and I do not think by any treatment 
voJ*U *abfeVo drive them off. They are naturally 
with you ; they were slaves in their own countries; they 
do not know anything else than to be the understrappers 
of someb*y; and when they hear that here are slave¬ 
holders contending with freemen, you find them with the 
former all the time.- Speech of B.F. Wade, in the United 
Stales Senate, March 13. 


The Legislature of Louisiana has recently passed a 
law prohibiting free Degrees from beiDg the owners of 
slaves. This prohibition is new in Louisiana, and does 
not exist in any other State, that We are aware of. 

It is not stat* whether this prohibition, just enact* 
in Louisiana, applies to the slaves now held by negro 
masters, or whether it is only directed agamst the further 
acquisition of slaves by negroes. Nor is it etat* wbat 
proportion of African bio* will be held to be a disquali¬ 
fication for holding slaves. 

An interesting account of the negro slaveowners and 
planters in Louisiana is given in Olmsted's '' Seaboard 
-Slave States,” from which we make tbe following extracts: 
number of free colour* planters. ’ In goiDg down Cane 
river, the Dalman call* at several of their plantations, to 
take on cotton, and the captain told me that in fifteen 
miles of a well-scttl* aDd cultivated couDtry on the bank 
of the riyer, beginning ten miles below Nachitoches, be 
did not know but oue full-blo** white man. Tbe plan¬ 
tations appear* no way different from the generality of 
those of the white creoles; and on some of them were 
large, handsome and comfortable houses. There free 
colour* people are all descend* from the progeny of old 
French or Spanish planters, and their negro slaves. Such 
a progeny, born before Louisiana was annexed to the 
United States, a* tbe descendants of it, are entiti* to 
freedom. 

“The first person of whom I m*e inquiries about 
them, at Nachitoches, told ms that they were a lazy, 
beastly set, slaves and all on an eqnality. Socially, no 
order of discipline on their plantations, but everything 
going to rain. Also, that they had sore eyes, and lost 
their teeth early, and few children, and Bbow* other 
8crofnlous symptoms, and evidences of weak constitutions, 
as Professor Cartwright says they must. I think tbis 
gentleman mast have read De Bow’s Review, and taken 
these facts for granted, withoat personal knowledge ; for 
neither my own observation nor aDy information that I 
could obtain from others at all confirm* bis statements. 
Tbe merchants, to whom I had letters of intreductioo, and 
to whom I repeat* them, assured me that they were 
entirely imaginary. They bad extensive dealings with 
the colour* planters, aod were confident that they 
enjoy* better health than tbe whites living in their 
vicinity. They conld not recollect a single instance of 
those indications of weak constitution wbicb had been 
mention* to me. Tbe coloured planters, within tbeir 
knowtedge, had large and healthy families ; they were 
boDest, industrious, aod paid their debts quite as punc¬ 
tually as the white planters, and were, as fur os they could 
judge, without an intimate acquaintance, go* citizens, in 
all respects. One of them bad lately spent $40,000 in a 
lawsuit, and it was believed that they were increasing in 
wealth. If you had occasion to call at their bouses, 1 
was told, you will be receiv* in a gentlemanly manner, 
a* find they live in the same style with white people of 
the same wealth. They speak French among themselves, 
but all are able to converse in English also, a* many of 
them are well *ucated. 

“The driver of the stage from Nachitoches towards 
Alexandria, describ* them as beiDg rather distant aDd 
reserv* towards white people with whom they were not 
well acquainted; but said that he had often staid over 
night at their houses, and knew them intimately, and he 
was nowhere else so well treat*, and he never saw more 
gentleman-like people. He appear* to bav^been espe¬ 
cially impress* by the domestic and social happiness he 
bad witness* in their houses. 

“ The captain of the DalmaD, Mr. Brown of the hotel, 
and two intelligent planters, who had bad frequent oppor¬ 
tunities of intercourse with them, a3 far as their know- 
l*ge extend*, confirm* these accounts. * * * 

“ Some time snbseqnently to my R* River trip, I 
made a short visit to Washington and Opelousas. Wash- 
ioglon was formerly call* Niggervilie, frorn^ the Dumber 
oi free negroes living in the village. A German mer¬ 
chant, living in Washington, told me there were few now 
living in the place, but in the parish of Opelousas (parish, 
in Louisiana, is equivalent to connty) there are many. 
Often, he said, they were wealthy a* thriving, and they 
own* some of the best of tbe cotton and sugar planta¬ 
tions. Soma of them were *ueat*; he did not know 
how or where. One planter that he did business with, 
kept bis books and wrote business letters in a better man¬ 
ner than most white planters. 

“ Between Washington and Opelousas, a distance of 
about six miles, if I recollect rightly, three handsome 
booses, attach* to first-rate plantations, were point* 
out to me as belonging to free colour* men. * * * 

An intelligent man, whom I met at Washington who 
bad been traveling meat of the time for two y4rs, in the 
planting districts of Louisiana, having business with 
planters, told me that the free negroes ol tbe State in 
general, so far as he had observ*. were just equal, in all 
respecte, to the wh.te creoles. Much the largest part of 
^teWl Sald K I f^ P<>0r ’ thriftle83 * unambitious, and live 
^etehedly; but there are many opulent, intelligent and 
educated. The best house and most tasteful grounds that 
he had visited in the State, belong to a nearly fall-blooded 

gro a very dark man. He and his family were well 
educated, aDd though French is their habitual tongue, 
they speak English with freedom, and one of them with 
much more elegance than most liberally-educated whites 
in the South. They had a private tutor in their fanny. 
They owned, he presumed, a hundred slaves.”

Philadelphia, April 5tb, 1858. 
The topics of my late letters have been chiefly political. 

I propose in this to speak of tbe religious aspects of our 
; that is of the state aud prospects of the anti- 
slavery movement in Philadelphia aa relates to the 
Churches. On this head I am happy in being able tol 
speak in the language of hope. Iu most of tbe religious 
organizations, there baa been, in the last 

visible improvement. This is especially true of the 
Methodist Church. Since tbe appearance of Rev. John 
D. Long’s “ Pictures of Slavery,” there has been quite a 
revival of the ancient spirit of Methodism among some 
of the ministers and prominent members of that body. 
This was the object which, more than any other, Mr. Long 
had in view in the publication of bis book. His heart 
of bis Church, and be longed 
see it purified. The Spirit of the Prophet was upon 
him, and, like Isaiah of old, be felt it to be his dnty to 
lift up his voice ; to cry aloud ; to spetre not; to show the 
people their transgression, and the house of Wesley their 
■ This duty he discharged without fear or favour. 
The natural consequences followed ; tbe faithful and tr 
strengthened ; tbe perverse and false-hearted w( 
excited to enmity. Soon after the appearance of his book, 
Mr. Long received notice that be would be held to answer, 
before the next Conference, to the charges of defamation 
slander. This notice came from a Reverend brother 
of the name of Quigley, a Pennsylvanian by birth aod 
edneation, wbo, for bis own reasons, was in baste to show 
bis zeal for the slaveholders. Pleased at the prospect of 
having tbe question thus brought squarely before tbe 
Church for discussion, Mr. Long resumed bis pen and re¬ 
newed his iabonre. He wrote letters for tbe Northern 
Independent, and kept up an active correspondence with 
ministers and others on the subjects discussed iu bis book. 
Tbe result has been a wholesome agitation among tbe 
Churches of this Conference, and the partial anti-slavery 
revival already mentioned. This is certainly a sign of | 
some promise. Tbe Methodist Cbureb, iu its primitive 
days, was second to no cotemporary ecclesiastical organi¬ 
zation in tbe effectiveness of its zeal against American 
slavery, and no circumstance could be more auspicious to 
the success of tbe anti-slavery movement than a restora- 
on to that body of the aucieat spirit of Wesleyism. 

While on the subject of Mr. Long, I may add, that he 
appeared before Conference, which was held at Easton, in 
State, oo tbe 24lh ult., to take his trial, and that tbe 
result was the discomfiture aud utter confusion of his 
accusers. Mr. Quigley’s charges were entertained only 
be ruled out. Mr. Long’s character and conduct were 
md by a triumphant vote, and, as a consequence, his 
book stands an uuimpoached testimony against the pro- 
slavery sin* of the Methodist people. 

The letter which you oopied from the Northern Indepen¬ 
dent, written by John D. Long, and containing grave 
charges against tbe Rev. Mr. Kurtz, has been replied to 
by that geDtleman, through one of his friends, in the 
columns of the West Chester Republican and Democrat. 

In this reply Mr. Kurtz partly denies aod partly evades 
Mr. Long’s charges, and then falls back on the statement 
that the latter has been summoned to take his trial before 
Conference for the offence of misrepresentation and slan- 
oopy of tbe paper was sent to me, which, after 
reading, I put into tbe hands of Mr. Long, asking him 
what reply he had to make to it. His answer was sub¬ 
stantially, and as near as may be iu words, aa follows : 

Tou perceive that Mr. Kurtz does not deDy my state¬ 
ment under his own name ; that he does not deny that he 
family are partly supported by the unpaid toil of 
slaves; that he does not deny that he has received wages 
for the hire of men slaves over 20 years of age, and of | 
women slaves over the age of 18. Moreover, If I 
dered Mr. Kurtz, why did he not bring charges against 
Conference for that grave offence! I was there 
and confronted him, I arrested his character and elicited 
from him the confession that his wife was at this time tbe 
owner of three slaves, to be freed at the ages of 28 and 
30 years. If Mr. Kurtz is a man, and not a qnibbler and 
coward, why does he not come out, under his own pro- 
«r name, ‘ before Israel and the sun,’ instead of skulk¬ 
ing as he does behind the subterfuge of an anonymous 
communication t ” 

This is Mr. Long’s answer to the defence put forth by 
Mr. Kurtz through the West Chester paper. I have dwell 

_at length upon this matter than I otherwise shonld 

have done from the fact that it concerns very nearly 
of the readers of your paper, and from the additional 
fact that The Standard has been, to some extent, involved 
the controversy. 

There are other members of tbe Philadelphia and Bal¬ 
timore Conferences besides Mr. Long who are not dead to 
of duty ou the slave question ; but iu this city, 
it must be owned, their number is quite fractional. There 
_.j, nevertheless, two or three who try to bear a faithful 
testimony against the great ein of the nation. One of 
these is Rev. Newton Heston, minister in charge of Naza¬ 
reth church, Thirteenth below Vine; another is Rev.| 
Valentine Gray, of Mariners' Bethei, corner of Shippen 
and Penn streets ; and a third is Rev. J. Cunningham, Pre¬ 
siding Elder, wto3e official duties lie in another district, 
bnt who has his home in this city. Mr. Canningham is - 
of ability and influence. At the lost General Con¬ 
ference he was reckoned among the enemies of 
slavery, but now he is regarded aa its fast friend. 

Mr. Heston is a young minister of good talent, and is 
looked upon in the Church as a rising man. He preached 
to the Fire Department of this city, about two 
months ago, which was of a character to do him credit. 
He had an immensely large audience, and, before con¬ 
cluding, addressed each Company separately and by name. 
Reserving the “ Northern Liberty Hose Company ” for tbe 
last, he concluded bis discourse by an appeal to them, 
suggested by their title, thus: “ Liberty,” said he, “ is I 
sweet everywhere, and to everything, either North, South, 1 
East, or West. You may rejoice that Northern Liberty 
is not associated with Southern Slavery. Your name is 
linked with one of the old districts of the city, but I give 
it a wider import, and utter the prayer that Northern may 
become universal liberty, not only in this land, but =- 
lands! That mankind, free from slavery, whether 
tal or physical, constrained or self-imposed, standing np 
in the fall stature of a redeemed and free manhood, shall 
rve God freely, love Him fully, and find in every fel- 
w-man an honest brother! ” 

Mr. Gray, wbo preaches to the Mariners’ Bethel, is brother 
of the man of that name who was mobbed, ten years ago, 
Accomac County, Va. (Gov. Wise’s district), for the 
offence of belonging to the Northern Branch of the Metho¬ 
dist Church. Since that time, Mr. Gray has not been | 
look upon slaVfery as so innocent an institution 
some of bis brethren regard it. 

There are two or three other ministers of the Methodist 
body in this city who-are coming on, but they haven’ 
qnite screwed their courage up to the point of avowing 
themselves. When their sense of dnty becomes a little 
ore acute, or public sentiment is sufficiently changed 
„„ make obedience to duty easier, they will be ready 
avow themselves Abolitionists and to join the forces which 


Cookman prays against slavery ; but, like the man in 
the fable, he does not put his shoulder to the wheel. 
Mr. J. B. McCullough preaches against its extension, but 
seems satisfied to let it alone where it exists. If Mr. Mc¬ 
Cullough deals with other sins as he does with that of 
slavery, he must preach a singular sort of gospel. Think 
of a minister preaching against tbe extension of drunken¬ 
ness, the erection of any netc distilleries ; the opening of 
j/raA grog-shops; the spread of idolatry ; the manufacture of | 
additional gods ; the augmentation of lying, swearing, steal¬ 
ing, and uncleanness 1 If Mr. McCullough is a consistent 
man, this must be the style of his preaching. 

Dr. Durbin is understood to be, at heart, and 
an anti-slavery man ; but as yet he has not deemed it 
proper to take that position unequivocally before the 
public. Some people have a great idea of preserving 
their influence ; of guarding their reputation and main¬ 
taining their popularity; so as thereby to accomplish a 
greater amount of good than, as they flatter themselves, 
would otherwise be possible; and it is not incredible that 
Dr. Durbin may be acting on this policy. Doctors of 
Divinity and prominent men in the Church show a natural 
proneness to a course of this kind. It is pleasant and 
agreeable to the feelings to be on good terms with tbe 
advocates of both sides of a great question. It gives one 
a character for moderation, and enables one t 
am no extremist ” ; “I am not a party man ’ 
good on both sides,” It enables one, at Annual snd Tri¬ 
ennial Conferences, to act the part of Pacificator 
promote nnion and brotherly harmony ; to preserve the 
integrity of the Church and promote tbe interests of 
Zion generally. All this is very specious, as well as very 
flattering to one’s self-love. There is nothing ultra about 
it; it is not fanestioed or radical. It is anti-slavery, but 
not ultra anti-slavery ; at the same time it is anti-aboli¬ 
tion, though not bitter anti-abolition. Above all, it passes 
with tbe superficial and worldly, ourselves included, aa 
savouring of the mild and gentle spirit of Christianity. 
Bnt nothing could be further than this from tbe gennioe 
article. The spirit of Christianity, it is true, is mild and 
gentle ; but it is nevertheless brave and thorough. “ First 
pure, then peaceable,” is its motto. A dove in harmless- 
ness ; bat in boldness it is the lion of tbo Tribe of Jndah. 
Christ was not a “ conservative,” in the modern sense of j 
word ; he laid his axe at the root of the tree. Paul 
took no middle ground on any great question affecting 
alike the Titols of the Cbnrcli and the State ; and John 
Wesley was no trimmer nor time-server. Off the subject 
of slavery he took the most unequivocal ground, pro¬ 
nouncing, in words of living energy, tbs system to be 
of all villanies.” It is to be hoped that Dr. 
Dnrbin will yet show himself, on this qaestion, a true 
Wesleyan ; that bis opinions and sentiments will deepen 
into earnest and beart-felt convictions, and that he will 
use his fine talents and commanding infiaence to free bis 
Church from the pro-slavery corruptions which now defile 
in no other way could he better subserve the inte- 
! of religion or secure for his name more enduring 
bononr. 

There are two or thres other ministers, known as Metho¬ 
dists, though not in fellowship with the Philadelphia and 
Baltimore Conferences, who are recognised in this com¬ 
munity as open Abolitionists. One of these is Rev. Tbos. 
H. Stockton, an eloquent and popular preacher, whose 
congregation assemble for worship in Jayne’s Hall. Mr. 
Stockton bad for awhile been preaching to an Indepen¬ 
dent Methodist cbnrcb in Baltimore, where, choosing to 
be independent himself, be uttered bis sentiments freely 
the evil of slavery, aud, as a consequence, soon made 
the place too hot to hold him. Since bis return to Phila¬ 
delphia, Mr. Stockton has not distinguished himself by 
any noteworthy anti-slavery demonstration ; but it is 
hardly likely that he will allow tbe subject lo drop, or 
that he will prove recreant to hla early and deep convic- 

Among the irregular ministers of tbe Methodist Church, 
who arc known as opponents of slavery, may bo reckoued 
our friend Robert Collier, the same that took so active a 
part in the last West Chester Meetiog, and who has, since 
i, acted temporarily as ageot of tbe Pennsylvania 
Anti-Slavery Society. Mr. Collier is what is called a 
local preacher, having do pastoral charge, having no 
salary, and officiating only as occasion may require. He 
works at his trade in day time; attends anti-slavery meet¬ 
ings, when they are within bis reach, of eveniugs ; and ou 
Sunday, be preaohes the Gospel, os he understands it, 
whenever an opportunity is offered. Formerly be was 
very popular among people of his own sect; lately, how¬ 
ever. since he has become an Abolitionist, and bos iden¬ 
tified himself with tbe men of no reputation wbo advo¬ 
cate that cause, be has forfeited tbe favour of many of 
bis old friends. He stands up, neveridetesn, faliurully 
and without faltering, to his duty, and is one of tbe in¬ 
strumentalities which is now at work in the Methodist 
Church, keepiog that body in a state of wholesome agW 
tat ion. 

I bad intended to give yoa some account of the state 
and progress of our cause in tbe Presbyterian Church ;

From tbe account given by Lord Brongham, in a 
speech upon the subject in the House of Lords, tbe French 
experiment of purchasing emigrants on the coast of Africa 
would not seem to bave produced as yet any very promising 
results. He states that the Messrs. Regis of Marseilles, the 
parties employed in this business of picking up negroes on the 
Coast of Africa, are well known as old Blave-traders. Amon 
other vessels which they employed for this purpose was tt 
Setila, of 330 tons burden. Upon this small vessel, a fU 
sailing np and down the African Coast, and competing wit 
the Spanish and Portuguese slave-traders, 950 Africans were 

flnallyeinbarked, purchased at J ‘® ah ® ad - . The voyage to 
Guadeloupe lasted thirty days, and in that period 340 of these 
onhappy negroes died. When the survivors arrived at Guada- 
loupe, it appeared that no arrangement or preparation had 


been made to rfiteivs them. In consequence, 100 aBd 
them were re embarkfd and carried to a different part of toe 
island, and, the vessel sinking on a rock, 80 or 90 or the negroes 
who were shat np in the hold were drowned.— tribune.

The Slave Trade.— Ex-President Roberts of Liberia, 
and Mr. Blyden, an old resident of the republic, write from 
Monrovia, under date of February 1, to the effect that the 
settlers were likely to be drawn into trouble wilh the natives, 
owing to the French system of collecting emigrants on tbe 
for their West India Colonies. Tbe cbiete bad com: 
ed kidnapping and waging war on each ether, in order to 
n a sopply of hands for export, and it was thought that 
ree government woald attempt to soppress this scheme of 
renewal of the siave trade in effect. 

The action of tbe Liberian government in opposition to tbe 
new scheme of African emigration has so incensed the French 
government as to cause a retraction of the sloop-of-war ten¬ 
dered by toe latter as a gift, althoogh an agent bad been sent 
to France to receive it.—TV. Y. Observer.

In toe Bevolotionary 
war a blacksmith of New Hampshire gave his services to toe 
State. His father said to him: ‘ The State is poor, don't ask 
for your money now.’ And the sum dne bim stands on the 
record in the capital of New Hampshire, so many pounds, so 
many shillings—and bis descendants are proud of that record 
of bis patriotism. Little did tbe son of tout man (Clark bim- 
self) tbink be would come in this Senate and hear toe Senator 
from South Carolina call that father a slave ’ ” (applause). 

Shorter's Opinion of the Pilgrim Fathers.— Mr. 
Shorter, one of the enlightened representatives of Alabama in 
Congress, in a recent speech, otters himself thus amiably with 
regard to tbe Pilgrim Fathers: 

" Tbe Pilgrim fathers, indeed ! Sir, I have a sovereign 
contempt for tbe memory of the Pilgrim fathers. The religion 
of Plymouth rock is the religion of fanaticism, of intolerance,' 
of infidelity, of bigotry and hypocrisy. It is toe religion of 
tbe Boston clergymen, wbo violate toe eeventh commandment 
in going to and returning from ibeir evening lectures; and wbo, 
when exposed to the indignation of a virtuous community, are 
lionized and fjed by the fairer portion of their flocks, in my 
jodgmeot, Mr. Chairman, toe greatest calamity that ever befel 
-ur country wss that event which clothed Plymouth Rock wilh 
s historic associations.”

College until tbe 1st of October next, UDd five nntil the 1st of 
May. We understand tbe ostensible cause of difficulty was 
the refusal of toe Faculty to allow a suspension of college 
exercises on Thanksgiving Day, under municipal recommen¬ 
dation. Upon tbe professors going to tbe chapel aod recita¬ 
tion, on Thursday morning, the benches were found tarred, 
whereupon the order was given by tbe professors to toe claves 
toalteud at their private offices to recite. Tne Junior and 
Freshman classes, with few exceptions, obeyed the order—toe 
Seniors snd Sophomores mostly dedioed doing so. When 
culled before the Facility, witb much unanimity they declined 
responding to questions. Tbe act of discipline which followed 
was necessary to uphold the essential authority of toe govern¬ 
ment, in which toe Faculty was unanimous.

his garden beneath three feet of earth. At the end of a 
twelvemonth every toad in the cells of the compact sand¬ 
stone was dead, while tbe greater number of those in the 
larger cells of porous limestone were alive, although, with 
one exceptioo, they had all diminished in weight. Before 
the expiration of tbe second year the large toads were also 
dead. Dr. Buckland draws larger inferences from these 
experiments than the facts seem to warrant. There were 
allowed defects in the mode in which the experiment was 
coDdncted.

Had they crept spontaneously into the cells in 
good bodily condition, when tbe natural torpor of hyber- 
nisation was falling upon them, tbe result would have 
been different, as seems evidently proved by the fact that 
some of them survivedfaDd these the most healthy) much 
longer than others. While Dr. Bucklaud seems disposed 
from his experiments to question the possibility of frogs 
or toads existing in asemianimous condition when enclosed 
in blocks of wood or stone, be judiciously adds : “ But it 
still remains to be ascertained how long the state of torpor 
may contic#e under total exclusion irom food and from 
external air; and although the experiments above 
recorded show that life did Dot extend two years in the 
case of any ODe of the individuals which formed the sub¬ 
jects of them, yet, for reasons which have been specified, 
they are not decisive to show that a state of torpor, or 
suspended animation, may not be endured for a much 
longer time by toads that are healthy aDd well fed up to 
the moment when they are finally cut off from food and 
from all direct access to the atmospheric air ” (p 52). On 
the contrary, we think the experiments are decisive to 
show that, under different conditions, toads so enclosed 
might survive for periods much longer, and truly corrobo¬ 
rate the maoy authentic cases, attested by competent 
observers, of these animals being found in blocks of wood 
or porous stone. If some of Dr. Buckland’s toads sur¬ 
vived nearly two years without food in their cells, there 
seems no conceivable reason, as far as food was concerned, 
why they should not have lived for many years. And as 
for the perfect exclusion of atmospheric air from the cavi¬ 
ties, we know not that this was ever contended for. It 
has not been said that these aDimals would survive for a 
period of years in an exbansted receiver. It is only said, 
as far as we understand the question, that these animals 
will survive in a torpid state for an indefinite period on I 
less atmospheric air than any other living creatures. And 
although tbe cavity might be perfectly enclosed, with no 
aperture or direct communication with the atmospheric 
air, yet it has never been argned that the cavity was 
hermetically inaccessible to atmospheric influence, and 
more especially that it was inaccessible to moisture. 
Porons rock or wood is permeable by water ; aDd a cavity 
in either must drain tbe circumambient moisture towards 
it. Now there is a beautiful provision in the ekin of a 
frog or toad, whereby not only it absorbs moisture, but 
whereby it can withdraw from tbe moisture thus absorbed 
the oxygen necessary for life.
